cipal and Vice-chancellor Dr. 
H. Rocke Robertson at fall con- 
vocation yesterday Premier 
Daniel Johnson said his gov- 
ernment Is anxious to work 
towards "true federalism" In 
Canada. / 

The Premier, also emphasized 
that all Quebec institutions of 
education — both English and 
French — wilL be , treated falfly 
and equallyiin1|tliè matter of 
provincial -grarits^'V 

The letter , was presented* to 
Dr. Robertson by Mme JoBrisbn 
who represented the Premier 
and accepted his honorary deg- 
ree. The Premier is in Bawaii 
recovering from illness. 

"All citizens of this province 
will be considered equal," the 
Premier wrote, "and institutions 
which dispense education to Ang- 
lo-Quebecers will 'be 'treated 
with the same measure of justice 
as the French-language institu- 
tions." 

Praising McGill for its contri- 
bition to the intellectual and 
moral development of Quebec, 
Canada and the world thcTrcm- 
icr added "McGill does not onljr 
belong to the Englishi'Spcaking 
clement in this province bût all 
Quebccers, whatever thcfr ori- 
gin, are proud of it." 

On the matter of national 
unity, the Premier said that his 
government will worl< toward "a 
true federalism which would al- 
low all ' citizens of Canada, be 
they of French or English lan- 
guage and whatever their origin, 
to feel at home everywhere In 
. our Immense, country." \ ,v ;.

One more step 

The Quebec Liberal Party should have 
a very interesting weekend. The report 
issued Tuesday by Paul Gérin-Lajoie's cons- 
titutional committee coupled with the propo- 
sals of Réné Lévesque will turn the conv- 
ention in Quebec City into a major debate on 
the future of Quebec and Canada. 

At first glance one may think the 
Liberals will decide between confederation, 
backed by Jean Lesage, and separatism, 
supported by René Lévesque. But a close 
look at the report from Gérin-Lajoie's com- 
mittee endorsed by Lesage, shows there is 
really little difference between its proposals 
and those of the representative from Lau- 
rier. 

The report says Quebec should have 
such powers that it dionef would make the 
decision affecting the daily'life of its citizens. 
It will remain within confederatiori but with 
a revamped federal structure and a voice in 
the economic, tar|ff|and monetary policies 
of Canadai The province would become a 



republic and the rest of the country would 
also be asked to reject the monarchy. 

The committee members, its says, de- 
cided against independence now because of 
the disruption it would cause to the Quebec 
economy. 

Examination of Mr. Lévesque's plan 
shows the same type of infernal control 
with a loose union to decide nriatters of 
mutual interest to Quebec and Canada. The 
only real difference lies in the name of the 
igame. 

The two packages are aimed at one 
eventual goal : control of French Canada by 
French Canadians. The public split arises 
from the internal power-plays of the Liberal 
party and its fear of frightening American 
capital. 

The real significance of the debate 
won't be whether the party décides to keep 
the title confederation, but how convinced 
the members are that this province can take 
.cohtrorbf its own destiny. 

When the Liberal party accepts the 
resolutions Mr. Lesage is supporting it will 



. . add a strong, yoke to the call for independ- 
. . ence. It will also convince many French Can- 
adians that the power they seek is neither 
unthinkable, nor unattainable. 

The reactions to the policy adopted will 
be more Jmpprtant than its wording. The 
Union Nationale has never been a party to 
allow the Liberals to out-Québecois it. It is 
a safe bet Mr.' Johnson and his boys will 
come up with a program of their own which 
could make René' Lévesque look like the 
Queen Mother. We would then have a prov- 
incial government dedicated to independ- 
ence, whatever, its form. 

The reaction of English Canada, how- 
ever, will be more interesting. It may fail to 
see the implications of the resolutions and 
take the attitude demonstrated In the Mont- 
real Star yesterday that this means the Lib- 
erals ore going to save us from separatism. 
This would be unfortunate for when the 
reality of the plan appeared, it will feel 
deeply betrayed. 

Ot it may see the real meaning and 
react with horror. Somehow, English Can- 
adians attach more importance to the idea 
of Canada than the type of society they 
must live in. We could see a bitter fight dev- 
eloping between the two language groups 
here leading to our complete isolation from 
the new Quebec. 

Both reactions would be disastrous. And 
both are based on the failure to realize 
French Canada is committed to ruling itself 
and one day will do so. 

Whatever words the Liberals chose to 
wrap their move toward independence in, 
the fact is that they are joining the growing 
numbers asking for French Canadian self 
rule. jafii^^l

I don't believe that Mr. Wax- 
man could have read Mr. Mac- 
Lcnnan's novel with any degree 
of attention.

Daniel Ainslic Is 
young, but that . hardly inakes 
the cause he supports — Quebec 
separatism— Immature. If that 
were the case, what ls the read 
cr to make of the older bii'f 
equally passionate separatist In 
the novel, M. Latcndrcssc? As 
for the father, Allan Ainslie be- 
ing "the supreme fantasy of 
Politically Timid Man". I can 
make nothing of that phrase 
.^.whatever, considering the 



dangerous game that he plays 
politically In the novel. And 
what is one to make of this 
stuff? (I quote from your re- 
view) "It never occurs to Ains- 
lic that a civil service that 
speaks both English and French 
speaks neither; that a speech 
. written In both English and 
French Is . written In neither." 
'miat|in|lièn else is a Federal 
Goveramerit to do In a country 
of two languages? And what 
Indeed, may I ask, is wrong in 
general with writing and speak- 
ing in two languages? 

Anyone reading Mr. Wax- 
man's review might surmise 
.that Mr. MacLcnnan's book is 
some kind of apologia for the 
English-Canadian's treatment of 
the French-Canadians. Far from 
that, it presents the French- 
Canadians sympathetically, and 
is more critical of those In and 
out of government who would 
either Ignore the Issue or play 
political football with It; It is 
true that Mr. MacLenhan ap* 
pears to think that young Da- 
niel Ainslie's solution of try- 
ing to blow up a public build- 
ing doesn't help matters much, 
but perhaps he should not le 
too much blamed for that. 

My own objection to Mr. Mac- 
Lcnnan's novel is that it gives 
too bleak a view of the Quebec 
situation. As I said In a review 
published . In another paper, 
|a ^«»la|ag] tf;thc author really 
"aÏFseiB^nbTway out of the di- 
lemma and was therefore un- 
able to make a dramatic whole 
out of a fiction In which he has 
raised Just that question". 

May I suggest that a review 
should concentrate on the book 
under discussion and not on the 



presumed political and social 
views of the author?

Rankled Tories 

Sir, 

With your permission, I 
should like to comment on your 
editorial of October 5th, 1967, 
which was entitled "Réveillez- 
vous": however, before giving 
yoii our views, one question 
rankles — would and do the 
Universities of Montreal and 
Laval have any English issues 
of their papers ? 

You intimate that an inde- 
pendent Quebec signifies the 
Americanization of the rest of 
Canada; What utter nonsense! 
It has been my impression for 
loi these many years that a 
university education teaches 
people how to think ; to enable 
them to cope with the realities 
of their professions and even 
life itself. Perhaps, as you 
claim, events have by - passed 
us — we, the older generation 
who ore concerned with the 
education of our children — 
but, from your words, perhaps 
•we are ovcrconccrhcdjgabout 
people like yourselvcl^wh'cr are 
more interested in espousing 
causes than you arc in acquir- 
ing that which, in many cases, 
your own parents missed in the 
depression ; years. English-Ca- 
nadians arc well able to resist- 
Americanization. It Is an Inani- 
ty to .suggest that five million 
French-speaking people will 
provide sufficient strength to 
resist that which is not about 
to happen. In this connection, 
it would be worth while con- 
ducting some kind of research 



into how many French-speak- 
ing people in Quebec arc "re- 
sisting" Americanization b y 
subscribing to television cable 
services or who have had an- 
tennae Installed on their roofs. 
Do you suggest that it is to 
bring on the exhalations of 
Big Nose de Gaulle from Mé- 
tropolitain France? . .; 

You have talked about Cana- 
da's refusal to combat Ameri- 
can imperialism. English-Cana- 
dians have shed British colo- 
nialism and payj only ' token 
respect to a country which has 
even assisted other countries 
to relieve themselves of Bri- 
tish domination, countries like 
Nigeria (which today is in open 
revolution). South Africa 
(which wasted no time in sup- 
pressing its Negro population), 
Egypt, India, etc., etc. And 
with your praise of that En- 
glish hater dc Gaulle, you seem 
to be quite willing to accept 
French colonialism in exchange 
for British Colonialism and 
American imperialism ! And 
you have the nerve to claim 
that you arc an adult people? 

We note the u.sc of the word 
"peuple" in your editorial. 
Although you seem capable 
enough of using this word to 
denote French-Canadians, why 
Is it, then, that the present 
leaders of this ' fast-moving - 
province ' refuse to accept this 
word in the "Dcux-Nations ou 
Dcux-Pcuplcs" concept? 

You have terminated your 
editorial with the words "your 
(The English) position is pre. 
carious". Yes, indeed, the po- 
sition of English-speaking Que- 
boccrs is precarious. We have a 
provincial premier who.. has 



stated "100% - 100% - 100% 
Taxation or else", denied he 
said, then repeated it and then 
denied it. The same man who 
only yesterday said that his 
government docs not have a 
mandate to built a wall around 
Quebec also said, on June 5th 
1067, that "the Federal Govern- 
ment, right down to the last 
French-Canadian Minister, will 
not succeed in destroying the 
wall around Quebec erected by 
Mr. Duplessis". Yes, indeed, 
when you have cabinet minis- 
ters who said that "French By 
Law — Bilingualism Optional" 
■ (Pierre Laporte) "For all prac- 
tical purposes the use of En- 
glish in Quebec is not neces- 
sary" (A government spokes- 
man); authority Montreal Ga- 
zette April 18th, 1967, page 1, 
or "French by persuasion pre- 
ferably or by legislation if 
necessary" (C.B.C. News Sep- 
tember nth 1967. 11:00 pm) 
our position is precarious be- 
cause it would seem that we 
are living with, and contribut- 
ing to, and trying 'to rationa- 
lize — i.e., give respect to — 
actions and people who have 
dedicated themselves to legis- 
lating the English • speaking 
Canadian out of existence. 

If you are attending Univer- 
sity to. learn to hate your com- 
patriot, be honest with tho.se 
who arc paying the shot for 
you. Quit and return to the 
gutter wJierc you belong and 
where you'll learn just as quick- 
ly how to hale people who, in 
this day and age, are only guil- 
ty of trying to understand you.
